“Somebody out there knows 
something, or has overheard a con¬ 
versation over the years, which 
could really help with our investi¬ 
gation. 

“I am appealing for anyone who 
may be able to provide fresh infor¬ 
mation on this case to contact us. 

“All information will be treated in 
confidence, and can be left anony¬ 
mously.” 

The detective added: “Deborah 
has not been seen for 17 years and 
her family deserve to know what 
happened to her.”

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POLICE investigating the disap¬ 
pearance of Ely landlady Deborah 
Steel have made two further 
arrests. 

Officers searched two properties 
in Ely and Sutton on Tuesday and 
arrested a 72-year-old man and a 
49-year-old man. 

In September, a 70-year-old man 
from Ely was arrested on suspicion 
of murdering Ms Steel. 

All three men have now been 
released on police bail to return to 
March police station on January 6 
next year. 

Ms Steel, 37, was the landlady of 
the Royal Standard pub, in Forehill, 
and disappeared on December 28, 
1997. 

Her body has not been found, 
despite searches by police and sev¬ 
eral appeals. 

In September, excavations took 
place at a property in Longfields, 
Ely, which police said was “linked 
to the disappearance”. 

Ms Steel’s disappearance was

“It deeply upset me and I 
felt violated. I took the leaflet 
to the police station immedi¬ 
ately. 

“Ely is a wonderfully friend¬ 
ly, diverse and welcoming 
place and it’s important that 
everyone who feels that dis¬ 
tributing violent extremist 


literature should be banned 
makes a call to the police to 
let them know.” 

Another resident said: “I 
couldn’t believe what I was 
reading. I think whoever is 
responsible for these leaflets 
should be prosecuted by the 
police.” 

Similar leaflets were dis¬ 
tributed across the county in 
the spring. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“Whilst it is acknowledged 
that many recipients will be 
offended by the leaflet’s con¬ 
tent, Article 10 of the 
European Convention of 
Human Rights gives individ¬ 
uals the right to Freedom of 
Expression - the right to hold 


opinions and to receive and 
impart information and ide¬ 
als without interference by 
public authority. This 
includes opinions which may 
offend, irritate, shock or dis¬ 
turb. 

“While the material being 
distributed earlier this week 
will in many cases offend, 
irritate, shock or disturb, the 
content, context and actions 
of the male concerned fall 
short of any criminality at 
this time. 

“We will however continue 
to monitor the situation both 
locally and nationally. 

“Anyone who is approached 
or receives any of this litera¬ 
ture should contact police by 
calling 101.”

Ely's post office 
opening put back 


THE opening of Ely’s new post 
office is being delayed, Ely News 
can reveal. 

Post Office Ltd announced last 
month that its new main style 
branch at Central Hall, in Market 
Street, would open on Monday, 
December 1. 

However, now the plan is to open 
the branch on Thursday, December 
11 - something which the company 
says it “hopes” will be achievable. 

Post Office Ltd says the “unavoid¬ 
able delay” is because changes were 
required to the frontage of the 
building at Central Hall. 

Sheila Tapster, a spokeswoman for 
Post Office Ltd, said: “Ely Post Office 
will continue to operate at its tem¬ 
porary location until the new post 
office and convenience store is 
ready to open.

“The reason for the slight, una¬ 
voidable delay is because changes 
were required to the frontage of the 
building to provide easier access for 
customers. 

“This required planning permis¬ 
sion, which took longer than envis¬ 
aged. Planning permission was 
granted on Monday.” 

As previously reported, the new 
open-plan post office will replace 
the temporary branch which is 
operating from the Paradise Leisure 
Centre car park. 

Davinder Singh, owner of the new 


Ely Post Office, said: “I am delighted 
that I will soon be opening a con¬ 
venience store and post office. 

“Customers will be able to access a 
wide range of post office services 
during our shop opening hours - 45 
hours a week more than currently 
offered.

WW1 event

Leisure centre 
plans progress 


COUNCIL chiefs are pressing 
ahead with plans to build a 
new leisure centre in Ely - 
although it is not known 
exactly how the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound scheme will be 
funded. 

The proposed leisure com¬ 
plex, which has been in the 
pipeline for years, is set to be 
built on land off Downham 
Road, where a new out-of- 
town retail development and 
Cineworld is also planned. 

Last week, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s commercial servic¬ 
es committee met to agree the 
facilities which the new lei¬ 
sure centre should have. 

Members approved an 
option which will see the 
facilities including an eight- 
lane 25m pool, a learner pool, 
a health and fitness suite with 
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120 stations, two activity stu¬ 
dios, a full size 3G artificial 
grass pitch and a four-court 
sports hall which would have 
scope to be expanded. 

Councillors also heard that 
a funding strategy for the 
mammoth project has been 
put together in recent months, 
which includes investigating 
prudential borrowing, selling 
assets, using Community 
Infrastructure Levy Funds 
and making grant applica¬ 
tions to fund the build. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said: 
“The meeting was a milestone 
for developing a new leisure 
centre for the district. We 
agreed to pursue a mix of 
facilities which would ensure 


a centre to meet the needs of 
residents both now and in the 
years to come. We could have 
lowered our sights and 
approved a less adventurous 
option but that would not 
have been right. It is our 
intention to deliver a modern, 
purpose built facility to meets 
the needs of a growing dis¬ 
trict - anything else would 
have been a dereliction of 
duty. 

“The next steps are to devel¬ 
op the plans to take into 
account the proposed cinema 
development and address the 
funding issues but funda¬ 
mentally I believe are we clos¬ 
er to delivering this project 
than we have ever been 
before. 

“Our challenge is now to 
turn these concepts, reports 
and reach into a reality.”

Fireworks display 
gatecrashers: No 
action to be taken 


CRIMINAL action will not be 
taken against people who 
gate-crashed Ely’s fireworks 
display - however organisers 
insist it will not be tolerated 
again. 

Thousands of people went 
to the event on Cherry Hill on 
November 8, helping to raise 
funds for local charities. 

But last week it emerged 
that several people had been 
let into the event for free by 
some residents who live close 
to the park. 

Speaking in an e-cops mes¬ 
sage to local residents, PCSO 
Jonathan Hall said: “While at 
this event my PCSO colleague 
Emma suggested we walk to 
the far end of the park... 
Emma soon spotted a couple 
of youths trying to gain entry 
to the event without paying. 

“The youths were given 
words of advice and sent back 
home. 

“However, the parents duly 
appeared and actually asked 
what the problem was. The 
male appeared to be under 
the influence and was partic¬ 
ularly obnoxious. Emma and 
I actually had to point out to 
two adults why this behav- 
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iour was wrong. 

“By now 30 youths had 
assembled in the garden. The 
lady of the house tried to jus¬ 
tify this “gate-crashing” by 
stating that she was collect¬ 
ing money from the youths 
for a totally unrelated charity 
to the main event. 

“The intoxicated male then 
instructed the youths to all 
run at once past Emma and I, 
as ‘they cant stop you all’. 
This they did. 

“Emma and I summoned 
our police colleagues to 
assist. When they arrived the 
male still insisted that he and 
his wife were doing nothing 
wrong.” 

But the fireworks did not 
stop there as more people 
attempted to get into the dis¬ 
play for free. 

PCSO Hall said: “This was 
not the only incident, as six 
persons from an adjacent 
property also walked into the 
park without payment. 

“When challenged, the 
adult male in the group 
claimed that he had paid a lot 


of money for his house and 
that it gave him the right to 
attend the display without 
payment. 

“Believe it or not another 
resident, who also entered 
the park with two friends, 
claimed that properties adja¬ 
cent to the park were given 
free entry to this event. 

“However, when I discussed 
this claim with an event 
organiser, he denied it. 

“Emma and I are very disap¬ 
pointed that this wonderful 
local event for charity had 
been so blatantly abused by 
persons who should know 
better.” 

David Baldock, a spokes¬ 
man for Ely XT, said: “We are 
extremely disappointed by 
what happened and we are 
adamant that it cannot hap¬ 
pen again. 

“We are in talks with both 
the police and the council 
about what can be done next 
year but we will not be taking 
criminal action against the 
culprits.”

EMILY BURTON explores why 
advertisements at this time 
of year can pack such an 
emotional wallop, and why 
they are a recognised and 
welcomed part of the festive 
season 


Y OU may have noticed that the 
highly-anticipated John Lewis 
Christmas advert - which has 
become something of an 
annual festive tradition - has hit our 
TV screens. 

First, there was the little boy who just 
wanted to give his mum and dad their 
Christmas present (bless). Then there 
was the Bear and Hare and Lily Allen 
singing sweetly about “somewhere only 
we know” in the animated woods 
(aww). Then it was that Snowman who 
had to travel along the motorway to buy 
his snow-wife a red scarf (hope he kept 
the receipt) and now there’s a boy and 
his best friend Monty the Penguin. 
What is it about Christmas advertising 
that gets us all loved up? 


John Lewis typically start planning 
their Christmas advert in April when 
the lambs are lambing and the 
daffodils are in bloom. As you might 
imagine, a lot of thought goes into the 
storyboard, the music and the artists as 
Charlotte Cardall, section manager in 
visual merchandising for John Lewis in 
Cambridge, tells us: “The ads are very 
well thought out and every element is 
carefully considered. 

“The aim is always to tell a 
meaningful story that our customers 
can connect to and there’s usually 
humour as well as emotion. That’s what 
makes it feel personal for the audience. 
It’s not about the commercial aspects of 
Christmas, but about making a 
personal and emotional connection to 


the meaning of Christmas.” 

Shelby Haslam, head of PR and 
planning at Cambridge creative agency 
Ware Anthony Rust, says: “A lot of the 
retailers’ Christmas adverts don’t even 
show any products which is incredibly 
brave. John Lewis, for example, are not 
actually trying to sell us anything other 
than Christmas itself. The most 
powerful form of advertising is that 
which creates an emotional response. 

“People see the John Lewis advert and 
say, ‘That’s the sort of Christmas I want. 
John Lewis understands me and 
therefore I will shop there’. The ads play 
on the universal emotions of friendship 
and love, and also using cute children 
and animals is always a pretty safe 
bet.” 


More Pages, More Interest, Just More 


Bigger Brighter Better 
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Staff at John Lewis are very proud of their 
appointed status in the Christmas advert 
ranks. Charlotte says: “It’s an incredibly big 
deal for partners. We get to see the advert 
just before the customers do so this year’s 
one was actually launched to partners at 
8am on a Thursday morning in the toy 
department. There was a lot of laughter and 
a few tears! 

“Partners take great pride in the Christmas 
ad, feeling that it reflects what an 
imaginative and creative company we work 
for. There’s a great deal of anticipation when 
we know the ad is about to launch.” 

So are they pleased with this year’s advert? 
Charlotte says: “Funny and touching 
moments are always remembered and talked 
about. My favourite moments are when the 
little boy holds out a fish finger and Monty 
jumps up from behind the table to take it. 
Also, the expression on Monty’s face when he 
sees Mabel emerging from the Christmas 
wrapping paper. 

“It’s lovely, and the message is lovely. The 
little boy is alert to his penguin’s feelings and 
wants to make him feel better. He’s showing 


sensitivity, consideration and 
thoughtfulness, something I’m sure all of us 
would like to be on the receiving end of.” 

Aside from all the laughter and tears, there 
is a serious side to all this. Shelby says: 
“Christmas is an absolutely crucial economic 
time for retailers and from January to 
November they largely battle it out on price, 
but Christmas is one opportunity they have 
to raise their heads above the battlements 
and do something beautiful and evocative. 
Buying a Christmas present is more of an 
emotional activity than most of your other 
shopping throughout the year so it’s the right 
time to use an emotional hook to pull people 
into stores. A place like John Lewis will 
always put a massive amount of sales 
through over the next six weeks so they’ve 
got to get the advertising right. 

“The key to Christmas advertising is 
making it as simple as possible and evoking 
an emotion that everybody can connect 
with.

A MODEL village in a pen¬ 
sioner’s garden which fell 
into disrepair after the 
death of her husband has 
been restored by kind- 
hearted volunteers. 

Great-grandmother Pat 
Bullman and her husband, 
Oliver, spent more than 50 
years creating the minia¬ 
ture attraction and people 
came to visit their handi¬ 
work. 

They started with a wind¬ 
mill for their daughter and 
over the years added other 
buildings including a fire

station, railway station, 
hotel, fish and chip shop 
and church. 

But following the death of 
Mr Bullman in 2012 the 
wooden models outside 
their home in Church Road, 
Wicken, began rotting away 
and Mrs Bullman, 80, was 
too frail to keep it up. 

In the summer she issued 
an appeal for people to help 
her save it - and locals 
Beverley Lorking, 73, and 
Tony Middleton, who is in 


his 60s - came forward. 

The two volunteers, who 
live in Ely and Cambridge, 
used their skills as former 
toolmakers to bring the 
model village back to life. 

It is now scattered with 
bright pink and white cot¬ 
tages, Tudor houses, a fire 
station, shops, diggers - and 
even has a new pub called 
The Bull with picnic bench¬ 
es. 

The newly renovated wind¬ 
mill stands over tiny pens 
full of farm animals and a 
painted winding 



river. 

Mr Lorking helped reno¬ 
vate the old buildings with a 
fresh lick of paint while Mr 
Middleton created new 
ones. One person offered 
free wood and a nearby 
shop donated tins of paint. 

Mrs Bullman said: “We’ve 
finally done all the finish¬ 
ing touches and it just looks 
amazing. 

“It’s so bright and cheerful 
and I can’t thank Beverley 
and Tony enough for help¬ 
ing me. 

“I know Oliver would have 
been so pleased to see it all 
put together again. He’d 
have been really proud. 

“There’s so much going on 
now. Some things couldn’t 
be saved but we’ve now got 
new items such as a new sig¬ 
nal box with railings.” 

Mrs Bullman said she 
wanted the new village to be 
a memorial to her husband 
and added: “I just couldn’t 
believe it could turn out like 
this. I really hope I can 
attract the children and 
families again.” 

Mr Bullman, who worked 
as a digger driver, was still 
making new pieces for the 
village when he died from 
undiagnosed cancer at the 
age of 80. 

They have one daughter, 
two grandchildren and 
seven great-grandchildren.

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D AVID Mitchell, the man behind That Mitchell 
and Webb Look and the always excellent 
Peep Show, is hitting the road with his new 
book, Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse. 

The comedian, actor and author studied history 
at Peterhouse, Cambridge, where he joined 
Footlights, and eventually became club president. 

Mitchell admits his enthusiasm for Footlights 
meant he spent more time in the theatre than in 
lecture halls - and when he met fellow student 
Robert Webb, the two became fast friends as well 
as comedy partners. 

The comedy circuit, a grimy London flat, and 
finally the cult success Peep Show followed, as well 
as the pair's sketch show That Mitchell and Webb 
Sound on Radio 4, later being made for TV as That 
Mitchell and Webb Look. 

Aside from his TV commitments, Mitchell also 
contributes opinion pieces to the national press, 
which is where his visit to Ely as part of the News- 
backed Ely Literary Festival comes in. His Guardian 
and Observer columns have been transformed into 
a solid book of the comic's musings in Thinking 
About It Only Makes It Worse. 

While Mitchell might shrug off the academic 
side of his time at Cambridge, the new book shows 
clear signs of a historian's touch. "I suppose I 
tend to see things as part of a broader historical 
direction of travel," says Mitchell. "Most of the 
sort of things I try and write jokes about, whether 
it's sketches or on panel shows, they tend to be 
about things now that you think are absurd, or 
dangerous, or laughable, the kind of direction that 
things are going in." 

Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse follows 
Mitchell's popular Soap Box series, where he 
voiced his qualms about global warming, Richard 


III, Downton Abbey and the like. This time round, 
as Mitchell takes his readers on a literary tour of 
the absurdities of modern life, his targets include 
Ryanair, sports day, UKIP ... oh, and hotdogs 
made of cats. 

"There's the issue of if the planet is going to 
remain habitable," he sighs, before reeling off a 
list of modem day dilemmas. "But then," he says, 
"how much does thinking about this help?" 

The trials of everyday British life and government 
gripe the comedian, but that doesn't mean he'd 
prefer to be anywhere else. In fact, as he writes: 
"Some of us are fundamentally dissatisfied. If you 
move abroad to address that, you risk shattering 
the comforting illusion that you'd be happy if only 
you lived somewhere sunny." 

And so, when we ask him if there was a place 
or a time period he would prefer to live in, it isn't 
a decision he comes to easily. "You've got to think 
about comfort and medicine," the perennially 
sensible Mitchell advises. "I'd love to visit almost 
every time period for a quick 20 minutes, but then 
I'd have an antibiotic jab." 

Given a 20-minute visitation allowance, 
suddenly he's spoilt for choice. "I'd go everywhere 
- ancient Rome, ancient Greece, medieval times, 
the Holy Roman Empire, lots of places." 

And a time period in which he'd actually settle 
down? It's slim pickings. Aside from ready access 
to antibiotics, he requires "not too much fighting 
in the streets." Time machines aside, modern-day 
Mitchell is happily settled in London's Belsize Park 
with his journalist and celebrity poker star wife, 
Victoria Coren Mitchell. 

With two books, a feature film and a menagerie 
of TV shows behind him, he's still busy writing 
his columns. It's clear that an ever-exasperated 



Mitchell still has questions to ask: but does he need 
the answers? If so, he won't look to the comments 
sections of his online pieces for support - he 
prefers to leave the trolls alone. "Somehow a jibe 
has more rhetorical impact than a compliment. 
Human nature is such that even if there are 
nice things as well you sort of need to see nice 
things at a greater rate than none to come out 
psychologically even," he says, drily. 

After all, Mitchell doesn't view his opinions as 
particularly extreme. "On good days, I reckon I 
come across as pretty reasonable."

FOR some time, environmentalists 
and horticulturists have been urging 
gardeners to let their grass grow a bit 
longer, leave at least one area of their 
garden ‘wild* and create nooks and 
crannies in the form of log piles to 
allow wildlife to flourish. 

Now, with the recent launch of 
the government's Bee and Pollinator 
Strategy, a 10-year plan announced 
by Environment Secretary Elizabeth 
Truss, we can do more to encourage a 
"flower-rich habitat" to provide more 
homes for wild honey bees, bumble¬ 
bees, butterflies and other pollinators. 

Scientists warn that British bees are 
in serious decline with 71 of our wild 
bee species under threat and more 
than 20 already extinct. Loss of habi¬ 
tat and forage are the main problems 
facing wild bees. 

The strategy is supported by the 
government's Call to Action - Bees' 
Needs: Food and a Home, launched 
earlier this year on www.beesneeds. 
org.uk, which offers a wealth of tips 
on how to help these valuable crea¬ 
tures flourish in our gardens. 

Guidelines include: 

■ Grow more flowers, shrubs and

trees that provide nectar and pollen 
as food for bees and other pollinators 
throughout the year. 

■ Leave patches of land to grow 
wild with plants like stinging nettles 
and dandelions to provide other food 
sources (such as leaves for caterpillars) 
and breeding places for butterflies 
and moths. 

■ Cut grass less often and ideally 
remove the cuttings to allow plants 
to flower. 

■ Avoid disturbing or destroying 
nesting or hibernating insects in 
places like grass margins, bare soil, 
hedgerows, trees, dead wood or 
walls. 


■ Think carefully about whether to 
use pesticides, especially where pol¬ 
linators are active or nesting or where 
plants are in flower. 

People should understand that the 
beauty of a flower has nothing to 
do with its nectar content. Modern 
plant breeding has tended to value 
showy flowers more highly than the 
welfare of the insect world, so the lat¬ 
est double begonia or frilly carnation 
probably won't attract pollinators. 

Double flower varieties have extra 
petals but produce less pollen and 
nectar. For example, a study compar¬ 
ing four varieties of dahlia found that 
the double 'pompom' and 'semi-cac¬ 
tus' varieties were less attractive than 
open-flowered varieties. 

Many good nectar plants have 
inconspicuous flowers and often old- 
fashioned ones are the best, but that 
doesn't mean they have to be boring. 
Foxgloves, hellebores, wallflowers, 
red valerian, ice plant and Ver¬ 
bena bonariensis all produce loads of 
nectar, as do many winter-flowering 
heathers. 

It's also important to provide good 
nectar sources for as much of the year 


as you can. 

Social species like bumble bees 
need food for the queen bees in 
spring when they are founding the 
nest, throughout the summer for the 
workers to rear the young, and finally 
at the end of the season for the young 
queens to build up fat stores before 
hibernating for the winter. 

Late-flowering, nectar-rich plants 
include dahlia, fuchsia (single varie¬ 
ties), Michaelmas daisies, marigolds, 
lavender and knapweeds. Ivy is a 
good autumn source of nectar for 
a range of species including honey 
bees, ivy bees and hoverflies, and is 
the larval food plant of the holly blue 
butterfly. 

Herbs including chives, borage, 
hyssop, rosemary, sage, thyme and 
fennel are also rich in nectar, while 
less common perennials including 
Calamintha nepeta, Veronica and 
Liatris spicata will also attract bees 
and other pollinators. 

Don't forget moths, which tend to 
be night-feeding - so include fragrant 
honeysuckle, jasmine, evening prim¬ 
rose and night-scented stock in your 
planting scheme.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.
